DEATHS IN THE 
PHILIPPINES. 


TJ«t of tbe Killed and Wounded Cabled 


by Gen. MacArthur. 


Washington, Oct. 5.—General Mac- 


Arthur has reported to the war de- 
partment that five soldiers dle-d In the 
mountains of Laguna province after 
having made their escape from 'the In-" 
surgents, by whom they had been cap- 
tured. The date of their death Is un- 
known, and no details are furnished as 
to the manner of their death. It Is 
supposed, however, that they perished 
from starvation and exposure 
after

In the northern part of 
the city, to the No. 40 shaft of the 
Lehigh Valley Coal company In the 
eastern section of the town, where they 
expected to get more men to quit 


Sheriff Harvey, who Is -ia close touch 


with every section of Luzerne county, 
was early informed of, the move and 
•was waiting for the marchers at the 
shaft when they reaohed there at flve 
o'clock. The sheriff had with him sev- 
eral of his deputies and half a dozen 
of the Lehigh Valley Coal and Iron 
police. They were kept,in the back- 
ground while the sheriff reasoned with 
the men in an effort to Induce them not 
to go on company property. 
He told 


them if they placed a. foot on private 
ground he would be compelled to ar- 
rest them for trespass. The strikers 
took the county officer's advice and 
dispersed without even attempting-to 
carry out their plans. 


Sheriff Harvey's mtld 
method of 


treating with marchers has won for 
him the confidence of the menv He 
makes it a rule not to command the 
strikers to disperse, but to gently plead 
with them to commit no violation of 
the law. During the«sixteen days of 
the strike he has faced a number of 
crowds of marchers and has succeeded 
in keeping them within the bounds o£ 
the law without precipitating any dis- 
turbance.

the countries they now live in. , In 
order to give our scheme a chance for 
success we must have methodical im- 
migration, no tumultuous rush into 
Palestine. 
We cannot lead back , at 


once alt the Jews who are anxious to 
go back, but we want committees' to 
whom we can say wo^ will take 20 
picked men, ^ay 17 laborers, two black- 


jjrn-n.no aiiu one artisan. \\'e must pick 
our men, for. if we took back the. 
masses into an uncultivated ba'rren 
country what would be the result? 
They would stand there open mouthed 
and asking for bread, and we would 
have no bread to give to thtm. 


"\Ve have no assurances from Jeho- 


vah that there will be iiir.uua, as tlieit 
was in olden times, to feed the .Tews 
In the wilderness. We have to deal 
with facts us practical'men,' so before 
we advocate or encourage general im- 
migration 
we 
must 
prepare 
the 


ground. This we can only do by send- 
ing out a limited army of able workers. 
They would form a fram'ework there 
which wo hope and believe eventually 
would be filled. 


"I am convinced the Jews are an 


agrarian people. 
They took to trade 


because, being hounded for nearly 
2,COO years from country to country, 
(hoy hail no chance to settle down to 
agricultural pursuits. What were they 
to do? Not being fools and asses, they 
did ns others did and traded. 
Can 


you blame them if, their brain having 
been quickened and whetted by cen- 
turies of trouble nutl opposition, tht'.y 
pursued their vocations more eagerly 
and energetically than others and were 
often more successful? 


"No. The .Tew has no special talent 


for trade. I protend to know the his- 
tory of commerce, nnd I cannot find 
a. single instance where a Jew has 
struck out in a new line: Hundreds 
of developments have been made, but 
never once has the .Tew struck out in 
a now line, lie lias followed where 
others lod, and even then he has been 
slow to adopt innovations. The Jew 
is at hen it an agriculturist still, as 
ho wiis nges ago."
